O UEBBC Attornoy«Geoeral Claude Wagner'i de¬ 
cision to Hght force with force by utilizing the 
full rigor of the law in dealing with sepamtlit hootl- 
gans will be applauded throughout Canada. 

For too long the Leaage government has re¬ 
mained dangeroialy mot k ml e M on this matter by 
either ignoring it or pretending that it doesn't exist 
Even after the ditgracefu) demonstratiems which so 
marred the Queen’s visit last year, the premier himself 
sought to minimize the event by blaming “the yeOow 
preas" of Canada for exaggerating the situation and 
creating a false picture of what actually happened. 

TWi Premier Lesage still holds this view to a 
large extent is evidenced the fact that Just a few 
weriu ago his government placed a full-page advertise¬ 
ment In a new Quebec weekly Jolirmt warning the 
publle that such slanting of the news amounts to 
**Judgment without trial.” 

'The subjective presentation of facts In joumal- 
iim." the advertisement reads, “Is not, as some might 
imagine, a manifestation of democratic liberty, because 
this iwactlce only finds perfect and definite applica¬ 
tion under a dictatorship, to which the defonning of 
facts leads, be It only through the anarchy it produces 
In the judgment of dliaens, and in their Bctions." 

Indeed from this and other remarks both he and 
some of hii colleagues have uttered in past months, 
li might be supped that Premier Leaage regards 
the pc«B of Canada m a greater enemy of the pet^le 
^ Qoe^ than die trreqxnrible desperados who go 
by the name of separatists. 

Happily, for both Quebec and Canada, Mr. 
Wagner nppeart to see things in • different light 
Evan before he Issued his stout warning to the sep- 
aratett this week, the Quebec attomey-g«iera] made 
it clear that he had no doubto where the blame for 
Quebec's internal problems should be jdaced. 

After hearing that a well-known Quebec daily 
had posted a (ttrective to its staff to ttmlt in promin¬ 
ence and even ban entirely tome reports about 
separatism, naticmalism. and protests B{^nst estab¬ 
lished authority, Mr. Wagner said this: 

“Pre« censorship is a form of extremism, and 
extremim in acta, worda. and attitudes should be 
condemned. 

“btttructions of that kind Isuch as issued by the < 
Quebec news paper) open the door to evmtuai and 
serloui attMks upon the free d om Ol the prem. In 
my opinion, any surti orders should be condemned. 

“As far as I am concerned, I accept criticism or 
approval as healthy evidme of prem freedom. I 
prefer a free prem. even If It may aometimei tend 
toward excess, to a press that is directed.^ 

By publicly- exprming such views and by foUow'- 
Ing the couraa he has now chosen Mr. Wagner has 
■truck a Mow for liberty—and for Canada. 

A Free Speaker 

'WR. DIE7ENBAKER haa again brought up the 
n^geatton that the Houn of Commons should 
have a permanent ^leaker, and he has promised thgt 
his party would not appam Aka Macnaughton, at 
the next election.

tf your house faces south or 
aouihwest, with a real hot, dry, sun¬ 
baked bed out front, you could do a 
lot worse than to take a tip from our 
fuddy-duddy Victorian ancestors and 
plant It up with a bold maas of the 
old-faAhiuned scarlM j'eraniums. 


finm alipe. an \ou can always get 
more plants from your first batch. 

I never UM manure In the prepara¬ 
tion of the beds for feraniums, for 
heavy feedinc makes the growlh 
almost as lush and aappy as a 
rhubarb loaf and you wlrd up with 
{riant plants, all leaf and no flowers, 
liesides, mellow old rotted manure Is 
too precious a commodity to waste 
on plants that don't appreciate it. 


Seally firm soil produces a 
stocky, short-iolnled plant with well- 
ripened atems and a good head of 
bloom frsm every )oint. 

The plants a’re set in the ground 
on the slant, with the main item 
sloping toward the bock of the bed 
at an angle of about 30 degrees. 

After planting, the tip of each 
pl.int is nipped off. This brtieading 
i-au.'<ea side shoots to arise from every 
leaf joint, each one growing ver¬ 
tically from the sloping main stem, 
and each one of these secondary 
shoots should bear a good head of 
(lowers. In this way. you get more 
blooms per square yard and a much 
more lavish display than If the plants 
had been set In upright. 

I have an Idea that by this time 
next year nur commercial greenhouse 
men will be o((erlng us seed-grown 
plants rtf the new geranium Nitlany 
IJon. developed by Penn Stale Uni¬ 
versity and named after Ita famous 
mascot. 

This Is the first rod geranium to 
come true from seed, making a 
(ree-flowerlng eompact plant seldom 
more than 14 inches tall, and bloom¬ 
ing in six months from snwing. 
Seeds are still very expensive SI for 
a packet of 25 see^.

I suspec'l. to some Ingredient or im¬

If the soil is very sandy cm- 
gravelly or if it Is a heavy day loein, 
I dig In peal mo&s. which hasn't much 
food value but is grand stuff for im¬ 
proving the texture of the soil, mak 
ing clay less allrky and more easily 
w.vrked and giving sandy ground a 
greater ability to retain mrasture. 

For fertilizer, bone meal is the 
staff for these plants- bone meal and 
wood ashes. I use two cupa of bone 
meal and taur of wood ashes to the 
square yard in preparing the hed. 
scattering It evenly on the surface 
and raking It into the surface shal¬ 
low ly. 

T break the soil down moderately 
with the rake after digging, but not 
too much, for geraniums do belter In

Willard's victory was the climax of years of searching for 
a "white hope" to dethrone Johnson. And now the stage 
Is set for tiiwgc Chuvalo. a Canadian a ho suddenly and 
rather tnexplioahly became a world champion.shlp contender, 
to become the n«-w white hope-. 

Perh ‘ps many Ians overlooked a most significant 
development in the stunned aftermath of the sitinning 
piorcedlngs they had lust seen Tuesday. It came after the 
light when Ca.«iu.s Clay had informed the wx>rld that he 
vvanicd “The Hare" next and Floyd Patterson was consent¬ 
ing to the promised action under the questioning of an¬ 
nouncer Steve Ellis. 

Hands belonging to unseen owners were lugging 
desperately ht Patterson as the interview began and. finally, 
they imctirally yaftked him out of camera and mkruphnne 

range. 

It was as If someone wanted to make certain that no 
hard-U>-avnid commitments would be made by the excited 
Clay and the, as ever, rather-demure Palterswi. And there 
had to be time to get In that so obvk>u.«ly phoney confronta¬ 
tion between Clay and Chuvalo. wrho climbed Into the ring 
to start the publirity drums beating. 

Yesterday, tite veritable strong-arming of Patterson 
became rewUy sigrdficant as Clay, probably taught his 
lines overnight, made a switch and announced that "the 
onliest man I think has a chance with me Is George 
Chuvalo." 

The pieces are begk^ning to fit. and it adds iqi to a 
Icnc-rmnge plan, begun some time hack, to milk a gullible 
public through msnlpuiatlOR of the heav>*welght champion¬ 
ship.

It could have started before the first Clay-Uston fight, 
a signing brou.^ht oft only after It was agn'ed that C3ay'a 
first dofMKt> of the chainpioiishtp, if he won it. was to be 
promoted by the promotional firm of whkh Liston Is at 
least the nominal head.

For !Mxne littte time now wr h*L'« 
been ducusslng thoM problem flower 
beds out ATOf^ ttie front of the 
house—very much In the public eye 
—end whet kinds of summer-n^er- 
Ing plenls to buy for furnishing 
tliem. 

If your house feces south or 
Bouthwesi, with e reel hot, dry, sun> 
beked bed out front, you could do e 
lot worse then to take a tip tnm our 
fuddy-duddy Vlctorlen encestors end 
pU>nt It up with a bold mess of the 
old faHhioned scarlet seranlums. 


T]le^e plants ere teal hfel-loveis 
and will revel in rondilions that 
would sisie the Jukes out of stocks 
or pansies. 

Cerenlums ere rather expensive 
to buy—et least. If you need any 
crest number of them to make a 
showinz. Small planu will set you 
back around 12.50 per box of 12. or 
about SS.25 per doeen for larier 
plants In tour-inch pota; the latter 
will probably be finished with buds 
and all set to burst into bloom. 

While the first cost may be high, 
you can c«t a lot of mUe^e out of 
cerantiims, fM* If you are a smart 
eardener, you can keep your plants 
alive in the basement thmu^ the 
winter to use again. Gentnlums are 
also extremely easy to propafate 


from slips, to you can always get 
more plants from your first batch. 

1 never use manure in the prepara¬ 
tion of the beds for geraniums, for 
heavy feeding makes the growth 
aliTMat as lioh and mppy as a 
rhubarb leaf and you wind up wilh 
giant plants, all leaf and no flowers. 
Beaid^ mellow old rotted manure is 
too precious a commodity to waste 
on plants that don't appreciate It. 

* * * 

I am a bit chary about using 
chemical fertilizer on these plants 
too. for I lost a batch one year due. 
1 suspei't. to some Ingredient or im¬ 
purity In the fertilizer 

If the soil is very sandy or 
gravelly or it it is a heavy day loam, 
I Qig in peat moss, which hasn't much 
food value but is grand stuff for im¬ 
proving the texture of the soil, mak 
tng clay leas atlcky and nwre eMly 
worked and giving aandy ground a 
greater ability to retain moisture. 

For fertilizer, bone meal Is the 
stuff for these planta—bone meal and 
wood ashes. I use two eupa of bone 
meal and four of wood ashea to the 
square yard In preparing the bed. 
acatiering It evenly on the surface 
and reklnf It into the surfboe shal¬ 
lowly. 

I break the soil down moderately 
with the rake after digging, but not 
loo much, for geraniums do belter In 
sli;:htly lumpy than In powdery fine 
soil. Folkiwjng the digging, fertlliang 


and raking. I tread the bed much 

more lirmly than tor any other 

flower—Just as firmly as for Rrus- 
aels sprouts. 

* * * 

Really firm soil produite a 
stocky, ahort-jointed plant with well- 
ripened stenu and a good head of 
bloom from ever y Joint. 

’Hie plants are set In the ground 
On the slant, with the main stem 
sloping toward the beck of the bed 
at an angle of about 30 degrees. 

After planting, the tip of each 
plant Is nipped off This beheading 
causes side shoots to arise from every 
leef Joint, each one growing ver- 
ti<ally from the sloping main stem, 
and each one of these seconciarv' 
shoots should bear a good head of 
flowers, fn this way. you get more 
blooms per square yatd and a much 
more lavish display than if the plants 
had been set in upright. 

I have an idea that by this time 
next yeir our commeraal greenhouse 
men will be offering us seed-grown 
pUnU of the new geranium Nittany 
IJon, developed by Penn State Uni- 
veraity and named after its famous 
mascot. 

This is the first red geranium to 
come true from seed, making a 
free-flowering compact plant seldom 
more than U inches tall, and bloom¬ 
ing in six months from sowing. 
Seeds are still very expensive $1 for 
a packet of 35 seeds.
